Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Haanes proposed a minor amendment to the claims to 
overcome the rejections under 35 (JSC 112, second paragraph. The Examiner agreed that such amendment should 
overcome the rejections. Ms. Haanes suggested amending the claims to overcome the new matter by returning to the 
old terminology used, and the Examiner agreed that such should overcome the new matter rejection. Ms. Haanes 
suggested removing particulate matter from the claims, and the Examiner agreed that such should overcome the 
rejections on such basis. Ms. Schaller suggested amending the claims to "suitable pharmaceutical amounts" to 
overcome the basis of rejection on the various forms of administration. The Examiner stated that such may not 
overcome the rejections for enablement and written description because the specification does not disucss the breadth 
of agents to be administered, as well as the specific delivery to the liver without killing the patient prior to effecting the 
method. Ms. Schaller suggested amending the claims to use the term "suitable for separate administrations" to 
overcome the art. The Examiner stated that since such is not described in the specification, it is not clear what suitable 
encompasses, and as such, the art rejection may not be removed, and Applicant may invite new matter rejections. The 
Examiner suggested that by stating the vectors are not conjugated, such would overcome the art, and the Specification 
appears to only discuss non-conjugated vectors, and as such the terminology may not invite a new matter rejection. 
Lastly, Ms. Haanes suggested calling her prior to sending out a final rejection if it does not require too much in the way 
of amendment, as they are amenable to suggestions in claim language. The Examiner then concluded the interview.
